the Weſtward as far as Rye Bay, eight Days before, 
with 12 or 13 Ships, leaving Major Bourn in the 
Downs with eight Ships only, there appeared on the 
Backſide of the Goodwin a Holland Fleet of Men of 
War, conſiſting of 42 Ships, one whereof had a Flag 
on the Main-topmaſt-head, the reſt Jacks and An- 
tients ; and being come unto the South - Sand- Head, 


two of them bore up towards the Engliſb Ships in 
the Downs, whereupon Major Bourn ſent out the 


Greyhound to examine them, and to know the Rea- 
ſon of their ſo near Approach; who anſwering, INE

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they had a Meſſage to the Commander in Chief in Iater-regnums 


the Downs, were permitted to come in; and having 
ſaluted the Flag, the two Captains, named Jyſen and 
Aldred, came aboard the ſaid Major Beurn, and ac- 
quainted him, That they were ſent by Van Trump 
to let him know that he had been riding about Dun- 
kirk with his Fleet, where, by Reaſon of foul Wea- 
ther, they had loſt many of their Cables and Anchors, 
and the Wind being northerly, were driven further 
to the Southward than they intended, which Van 
Trump thought fit to ſignify, to prevent any Miſap- 
prehenſions or Jealouſies, And having ſaid this, 
and received for Anſwer, That the Reality of what 
they ſaid would beſt appear by their ſpeedy drawing 
off from this Coaſt, they departed. to their Fleet;

Twelve o'Clock, the Dutch Fleet weighed Anchor, 


and ſtood off towards Calais ſome four Leagues in- 
to the South-Eaſt : About the ſame Time the Engliſh 
Fleet under General Blake, coming from the Weſt to- 
wards the Downs, diſcovered them, and * * 
by their Courſe, they had been going back. Major 
Bourn likewiſe was in Sight, coming from the Downs 
to join with General Blake. About an Hour or two 
afier the Holland Fleet altered their Courſe, came 
back again, made all the Sail they could, and bore 
directly with General Blake, Van Trump the head- 
moſt, with his Flag in the Main- top, and being 
come within Shot, the General ſhot a Gun at his

upon Trump ſhot a ſingle Shot thro' the General's

deniable Maxim in our Laws, He never dies. So 
that what new Writs do legally, for Supply of the 
Places of the dead Members, to continue the Eſtate 
and Authority of the two Houſes of Parliament, 
that, and much.more eminently, the King's imme- 
diate Succeſſion to the Crown, after his Father's or 
Predeceſſor's Death, doth do, by virtue of his Royal 
Birth-right and Title of Inheritance. There being 
this grand Difference between Members of Parlia- 
ment dying, and the King; they ſo die that their 
Authority cannot be revived but 5 new Elections, 
or Writs of Summons; but the King ſo dies, that 
his Authority ſtill lives by immediate Succeſſion.

| Newcaſtle had beaten Fairfax, leaving him only ſe- 
venteen broken Troops of Horſe, into Hull; the 


Weſt was reduced to his Obedience, except Briftol, 
Glouceſter, Plymouth, and two or three -Sea-port 


Towns ; the Queen was landed at Bridlington, out 


of Holland, with great Stores of Cannon and Arms. 
both for Horſe and Foot; a conſiderable Sum of Mo- 
ney was conveyed from thence, with a very compleat 


Army, well appointed, tho' but ſmall, and a very 


great Train and Quantity of Ammunition, propor- 


tionable for the Supply of his Majeſty's Armies and 
| Garriſon, to Eage-Hill, where the King moſt joy- 


fully met her; of which Army the Earl of Maccles- 
field was Lieutenant-General, and ſo recommended- 
by the Queen to his Majeſty, that he was thereupon 
put into the Head of a Brigade of Horſe, to which 


he immediately marched, and joined his Brigade to 
other Troops of the King's Army, to beſiege the City 
of Briſtol, which Prince Rupert took, in entering the 
Line, by Aſſault; upon which the Rebels treated, 
and gave up the Town. .

I confeſs, with Saul, I held their Cloaths 
whilſt they murdered him ; but herein I was not ſo cri- 
 minal as Saul wars for, God thou knoweſt, I never con- 

ſented to his Death; I ever prayed and endeauoured

OUR s of the 18th of December laſt paſt came Letters relating

VOUR Letter of the 15th of January laſt, in 
I which you ſent me a brief Character of the 
Ear} of Shafte/bury, Sir William Waller, and Mr. 
Ferguſon, came not to my Hands untill the very Day 
that the Earl of Shafte/dury died, yet I have made 
Uſe of it by giving Copies of it to ſome of our Ma- 
giſtrates, and alſo to ſome of the preaching Miniſters 
of our Church, who, believing his Lordſhip to be 


ſach a Sort of a Chriſtian as you have, painted him 


out to be, are very glad that Providence hath rid 
them of ſo ill a Gueſt, as he might have proved to be 


to their Government; fearing that his bad Principles 


might, in Time, have poiſoned the giddy Mobile of 
Anſterdam, as it hath done in England. I hope his 


Death will diſperſe the ſmall inconſiderable —__ | 
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Riad with him in our City. When his Lordſhip firſt 
came to Amſterdani, his Agents, Mr. Ferguſon, 
Mr. Iſrael Hayes, and others, Endeavoured to per- 
ſuade us that there were ſeveral Noblemen, and 
Above 20d rich Merchants of London, that were all. 
deſigned to quit England, and, if poſſible, make _ 
"themſelves Burghers of dur City; all which proves 
very falſe, for I find that theſe great Numbers of rich 
Noblemen and Merchants are ſumm'd up in a Bank-
